Mr. T. H. Burke to the Commissioners of National Education. 

Gentlemen, 27 April 1877 - 

I am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to request that you will draw the 
attention of the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland to the Chief 
Secretary’s letter of the 16th September last, in which he stated that the Lords 
Commissioners of Pier Majesty’s Treasury had agreed that the payment of 
results fees, allowable to the teachers of National Schools in Ireland under 
38 & 39 Yict. c. 96, should not for the year 1876-77 be confined to schools 
situated in the contributory unions thereby constituted, but should be extended 
to the teachers of all National Schools in Ireland wherein local contributions 
from whatever source are raised to an amount equalling, — 

(a.) At least, 3s. 4 d. per child per annum of the average annual number 
of children in attendance at the school, and also equalling, — 

( b .) At least, half of the amount of the fees which might have been 
granted under the Act to the teacher of the same school had it been situated 
within a contributory union. 

His Grace now directs me to request you to move the Commissioners of 
National Education to cause him to be furnished with information as to the 
operation of this provisional arrangement for the financial year ended 31st 
March 1877. 

His Grace would, at the same time, be glad to be furnished with the statistics 
of attendance, and of the school-fees and local subscriptions, in regard to the 
National Schools generally, for the year 1876-77-

The Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury have had before them 
your letter of the 7th instant, forwarding a copy of a letter, dated 27th ultimo, 
addressed, by direction of his Grace the Lord Lieutenant, to the Commissioners 
of National Education in Ireland, and of their reply, relative to the operation of

the provisional arrangement, sanctioned by this Board for the year l876-77,for 
payment of contingent results fees in non-contributory unions, and requesting 
my Lords to authorise the issue for 1877-78 of the regulations already sanc- 
tioned for the previous year. 

I am to state, with reference thereto, that my Lords observe that no notice 
appears to be taken in the Estimates of this year for National Education (Ire- 
land), of the modification allowed by the letters from this Board of 12th Sep 
temher and 11th November 1876, in the terms on which teachers might parti- 
cipate in the sum voted by Parliament for Contingent Results Fees. 

The Estimate tor National Education, Sub-head E. (p. 337), specifies only 
contributions by poor law guardians as the condition on which depends the 
second sum of 60,000 L, taken for “ Payments on Results.” 

My Lords are of opinion that express notice of the modification made by the 
above letters should be given to Parliament when a further vote is taken. They 
authorise the continuance of those payments for the period between the 31st of 
March last and the date at which such notice shall have been given, and the 
vote renewed after it.

The Chief Secretary for Ireland to the Secretary to the Treasury. 

19 June 1877- 

With reference to your letter of the 18th ultimo', conveying the authority of 
the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury for the continuance of the 
payment of contingent results fees to national school teachers in Ireland, whose 
schools are situated in non-contributory unions, for the period between the 31st 
March last and the date at which express notice of the modification made by 
their Lordships shall have been given to Parliament and the vote renewed after 
it, I am directed by the Lords Justices to acquaint you, for the information of 
their Lordships, that the Commissioners of National Education have intimated 
to their Excellencies that they are prepared to act upon, the authority given by 
their Lordships. 

As regards their Lordships’ observations that no notice appears to have been 
taken in the Estimate of National Education for this year of the modifications 
above referred to, I am to state that in the preparation of that Estimate the Com- 
missioners had no authority to anticipate any other form of expenditure of con- 
tingent results fees than that sanctioned by the Act 38 & 39 Yict. cap. 96. The 
Commissioners observe that they had to provide for the contingency of all the 
unions becoming contributory, and accordingly a sum of 60,000 l, to meet the 
realisation of such a contingency, was inserted in the Estimate, and that the 
renewal of the provisional arrangement will not cause any excess upon it.
